It is quits clear that the moral, as 
well as the physical status of England 
is not sag ra A very few weeks 
ago the Pall Mall Gazette, which is 
no means a plebeian paper, states 
distinctly that our army was dwind- 
away into nothingness.

How is it we are losing, and really 
have lost, not our military but our 
moral and religious prestige?

THE SPIRIT OF CHEERFULNESS. 
No man can impart to others what he does not himself possess. Although 
this is a self-evident truth, individuals are apt, under some circumstances, to 
overlook it. One of the important offices of the elders engaged in the mini- 
stry is to build up, encourage and comfort the Saints. In order to accom- 
plish this, what kind of a spirit and disposition should an elder carry around 
with him? Will he be able to do anything in that direction by permitting a 
feeling of comparative hopeless dejection to take possession of him! 
Decidedly not. 
The person whose countenance is shaded with gloom, indicated by the 
lusterless eye and drooping nether lip, casts a chilling influence over those 
with whom he comes in contact. The spirit of heaviness is catching, and he 
who carries it about diffuses around him a most unwelcome feeling. We 
should be exceedingly careful to avoid getting into so unhappy a condition, 
for while influenced by it we are utterly unable to dispense encouragement, 
comfort and consolation. 
Such a frame of mind is damaging. It is superinduced by a lack of faith. 
It is indeed a most uncomfortable mental state to be influenced with the 
reflection that there is no use of trying to evangelize the world, the people 
being unwilling to listen. To such as are so impressed, if there be any, we would 
say, what has led you to such a frame of mind? Have you, inspired by the true 
missionary spirit, gone into the highways, byways, houses and halls, and deli- 
vered the message you are commissioned to offer? We are of opinion that if you 
chad been so engaged you would have no time in which to nurse such dismal 
thoughts. It is a truism that stagnation is death and activity is life. All 
nature is in motion, and bears ample witness to this fact. Energy, activity, 
perseverance, constitute the effectual remedy for the dispersion of all feelings 
of gloom, and constitute the means for the accomplishment of good in the 
midst of a perverse generation. 
The cheerless spirit to which we have reference bears its fruit. The con- 
versation of those influenced by it isin keeping with it, and anything that 
tends to impress the Saints with a view that nothing can be done, and there 
is therefore no use trying to do anything, has a stultifying effect upon them. 
They begin to feel in the same way, so that whatever is the spirit or feeling 
of the elder, the same disposition is more or less diffused among the people 
among whom he labors. As a natural consequence of this, the work languishes 
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so far as the influence of such a person extends. It can be plainly seen that 
instead of such an individual being a help to the work of the Lord, he is a 
hindrance to its progress. His example and spirit in this regard are not con- 
fined in their effects to himself merely, but extend to the community. 

If a person is required to perform a labor, especially if it be of the nature 
of missionary work, and he is possessed of the thought that he can do nothing; 
so long as he remains imbued with that idea, his understanding of what he 
will do, or rather at do, will be correct. Nothing can be done in connection 
with this work without faith. And the Lord has said, in a modern revela- 

‘tion : “ Behold the days have come that it shall be unto men even according 
to their faith.” Unless a person who feels the spirit of faith leaving him 
strives to hold and increase it, it will diminish until it entirely departs.from 

him, so far as the matter is concerned in which he loses confidence. Without 
the great motive power of faith it is “impossible to please God,” or accomplish 
much in connection with the building up of His work. 


Instead of an elder who is deficient in that cheerful, life-giving spirit of 


faith being a source of comfort and power to the Saints, he requires bolstering 
and propping himself. If he will seek unto God, relying upon him for 
strength, and on the Holy Ghost for comfort, for that is one of the offices of 
the latter, instead of seeking to lean upon the arm of flesh, in the form of 
some other elder, he would soon feel lifted up and filled with the spirit of 
- cheerfulness and hope. : 

The Latter-day Saints in these old countries do not require to be told that 
they are poor. Most of them are sufficiently acquainted with that uncom- 
fortable fact already.. It certainly does not enrich them either in feelings or 
possessions to have their attention frequently directed to that matter. They 
should not be told that they are unable to aid the work of the Lord with what 
means they may be blessed with or to do anything towards their own gather- 
ing from these lands. Such teachings can only have a tendency to lessen their 
faith in the realization of the bléssings God has promised to impart to those 
who, in every way, strive to serve Him. In visiting around among the people 
each elder should carry with him the genial influence of the Spirit of God, 
_ which causes its possessor to look on life's brighter side. This benign influ- 

ence modifies and tones the rougher corners of human nature, inspiring in 
man a genuine love for his kind. The person influenced by this love-begetting 
spirit, is a welcome visitor among all good people. His genial presence cheers 
the drooping spirits of the disconsolate. The hearts of the aged are made 
glad at his approach, and prattling children are joyful at his coming and re- 
gretful at his necessary departure. When he goes into the houses of the peo- 
ple he illumines them as with a flood of sunshine, and when he leaves his 
peace and blessing remain behind. | 
L ?eet the elders be filled with the spirit of cheerfulness and hope, being in- 
_ fused with an abiding desire for the salvation of the children of men, casting 
aside every sordid feeling that would cause them not to look interestedly 
beyond themselves. There are many honest hearted people that are only 
waiting to hear the glad tidings of the Gospel . But it requires a 
living faith, qualified by works, to reach them.

Bramall, J. Rider, J. M. Wardle, J. C. Schofield, L. R. Martineau, W. Driver,

then started on mY rounds. I did not skip. house that I know of, from the 
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laborer up to the Squire of the manor, inelnding even the inevitable parson. 

From there I went down to Southend, or St. George, where I also notified 

the people. I returned to Ogbourne, getting there ahead of brother Chowles. 

He was to be there at 7.30 p.m., but did not come, so I waited a few minutes, 

then started on myself. By the time I had sung a verse or two he arrived. 

He opened by prayer, and I started the preaching, speaking about twenty 

minutes, giving the first principles in their order, and with some strength of 
lung, for I was quite hoarse when I concluded. 

I told the people that if any one wished to ask any questions, we would 
answer, now the meeting was over. One man tried to get somebody else to 
ask us some, as he was afraid himself. Two men offered to do it, if he would 
take it up after they began it. This, however, he would not do, so we had no 
questions asked us, and, after waiting a few moments, I thanked them for 
their attention and good behavior, when we left” 

NrwoASTLR AND following is an extract. 
from a letter from Elder C. L. French, dated June 23: 


I do not feel at all discouraged, for although I am anxious to meet all 


opposition with Bible proof for our doctrines, yet I feel that though I had the 
Bible on the tips of my fingers, so to speak, I could not use it properly unless 


the Spirit of God were with me. I am beginning to feel at home among the 
people, who treat me with great’ kindness, for which I pray God to bless 


them. There seems to be a great anxiety among them to reach Zion, and

I sincerely hope though, and I firmly believe, that the Lord will open 
up the way for the honest in heart among them to gather out from this nation‘ 
I have lately had some little experience in out-door preaching, and I am in 
hopes it has been of benefit to both the hearers and the speaker. I am trying 
to do my duty, as I desire to accomplish the work for which I have been set 
apart, in a manner pera de W and his servants who have sent me.“
